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On 164 September 1947 the Soviet Ambassador in Buenos Aires, Mikhail Gregorievitch 
Sergacev, heid a conference of over an hour's durettion with the Argentine 

Fore. .: Minister, Juan Atilio Bramuglia. On 20 Sevtember the press officially 
announced that Sergusev had been recalled to Moscow for consultations and for 
leave, Two independent sources with contacts in Slev circles have reported the 
following reasons for the recall of the Ambassador. 


1. On 23 September the first source reported that Sergueevy was planning to leave 
for Moscow by ship within two weeks and that his wife and daughters would leav= 
with him. Source reported that Sergueev would be gone for several months and 
that it was not known defiritely whether he would return to Argentine, Even if 
he snvuld return, his wife and daughters will remain in Russia, Source stated 
that she Soviets have been varticularly ennoyed at Mrs. Cantoni, the wife of 
the 4~-centine Ambassador to Mescow, whe has allecedly made uncomplinentary 
remi+ about the Seviet Union and who has refused to live in Moscov. Only re~ 
cently Cantoni announced in Moscow that he was going to make an extensive tour 
of the European continent and would be absent fram Moscow for several months. 


2. The first source alse reported that the Soviets would probably keep Sergueev in 
Moseaw as long as Cantoni remains away from Moscow, 


3. Souree finally stated that during the conference with Bramuglia, Sergueev is 

_ reporssé to have broached the question of Argentina's position vis-a-vis the 
Uni" States-Soviet differences. Bramylia is said to heve informed Sergueev 
that scgentina would do a1] she could to try to bring the United States and 
Russis. together. 


4. The firet source has reported that during Serruecev's absence » Igor KN. Budarin, 
First Secretary of the Soviet Embassy, will be in charge of the Soviet diplomatic 
mission. Budarin has been the Soviet diplomat who has hed most contact with 
Slav groups since the departure from Buenos Aires of Valentin Riabov. 


Je A second source contacted a member of the Argentine Commmist Party who is a 
Staff member of the Slav Communist organ Union Eglave and obtained the following 
information: 


a. Sergueev has been concerned over the international situation for some time. 
He bas been particularly concerned at Argentina's drift towards the American 


orbit and the attitude of "protection" Argentine has taken towards Polish 
and Yugoslav immigrants wham the Russians conaider war criminals, (Large 
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numbers of Ustachis end anti-Communist Foles have been arriving in arrentina, 
and toie are enroute.) 


». Sermueev has been uable to obtein a defirite cormitnont from arcentina ro» 
csevding a Soviet-Arcentine trade treaty, and he feels that Arcentine-Soviet 
~elations have become nore dedicate following Fresident Peron's recent sneeches 
attiece ing Corruntisn. 


Tho second souree believos thet the above feetors hevoe motivated Sersueov's recall, 
and thet the Soviet Ambessador will not return to Buenos Aires. T!is source noints 
out thet Sersueev is apparently neking arranzenents to tuke al-ost all iis effects . 
beck to fuscia with hin. 


The second source added thet in local Slav circles Sercueev is consicered to be one 


of Stclints trusted men. During the Snanish Civil ‘Jar, while he ves strtioned in 


iLlan, Serrueev checked on the movements of Itelien submerines which mizht have been 
aiding Frenco. Uo was leter Attache and Charvye d'affaires in Greece, and when 
Gormam: “ovaded Russia, he joined the Ned Arry and vee naned Chicf of tho curopean 
Section of the Commissariat of Foroipn Affairs. In 1945 he was Soviet anbessador to 
selriunm. 


The second source also ‘renorte’ that thero is much concern in the Slav Union over 
Ser-ucev's departure and the repercussions that may result. 


Comment: Although sources are not entirely in agreement on the reasons for 
Sercueev's recall, it is apparent that he is not returning to i.oscow nerely for 
consultation and to take a vacation. He has boen in Argentina only a ycar, having 
presented his credentials on 12 September 1946. The feet thet he is retaining by 
ship jad: cctes thet loscow is in no hurry to "consult" him about the situation in 
Arcentin:.. Soviet annoyance with the Cantonis may, in fect, be the pr incipel reason 
for Sorsueuvis return, although other factors, such as the present anti-Com-unist 

campaisn in Argentina and Sersucev's personal unpopularity there » may elso be ine 
volved. 
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
